to be made over. Simply to make over 
such a iimttivfs costs from $20 to 525. 


On the table topped aud mattress 


covered 
glass wagons 
the biggest 


plates are carried with confidence and 
safety. The table Is uuilt to remain 
absolutely rigid, and the thin but uni- 
form mattress protects the plate from 
jar. 


Before plate glass store fronts hud 


come Into common use, when tho han- 
dling of a big plate was counted as a 
good deal more of n Job than it is now, 
they used to carry a great pane of 
glass In a sort of frame, which was 
put ou the wagon with the glass lu It. 
At Us destiuatleu this fraiue or sui>-' 
port was worked carefully across (lie 
sidewalk to the store front, where the 
glass was dislodged from It to he set, 
aud altogether the setting of a great 
plate of glass was then quite au un- 
dertaking. 


Now, with the setflug of such plates 


a common dally occurrence and with 
iuen skilled lu the handling of them, 
they simply carry a big plate out and 
lay It on their mattress covered table 
topped wagon and carry It to where 
It Is to go and there slide it off, to rest 
It for a moment ou. blocks on the side- 
walk, aud then they pick it up aud 
carry It to tlie .window frout. 


Then they run under the lower edge 


of the glass lifting straps, by which 
men standing Inside the window as 
well as men standing outside can lift 
on It when the glass is put Inlo place 
In the window fnirne. There again it 
Is raised on blocks until the straps can 
be withdrawn, aud then the blocks arc 
taken out aud the glass secured lu 
place, all this being done with great 
care, hut still with comparative ease 
find quickness aud with certainty, and 
In these times great panes of glass 
are thus moved and set ou all hut the 
windleit days.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

Joyed by the lover of tobacco. A sin. 
gledrop of pur»ulcotlue will kill a dog. 
Nicotine baa no aroma, and bas noth- 
ing to do witb tbc flavor of tobacco, 
wbKb i* due to very mlnuts quautltl** 
of special volatile bodrn similar to 
tbone which give a eceut to bay. 
ilo*t people are acquainted with tbe 


three ways of "taking tobacco"—that 
of taking its smoke Into tne mouth, 
aud more or lea* into the luugs, that 
of chewing the prepared leaf and tbat 
of snuffling up the powdered leaf Into 
the uoxe, whence It ultimately pawes 
lo the stomach. A fourth modifica-

Inhales the smoke auil bauds tbe bam- 
boo joint back to his gife for refilling 
The Asiatic people* are great lovers of 
tobacco, aud It is certain that In Java 
they bad tobacco as early aa 1601, aud 
iu India iu 1605. The hookah (a pipe 
with water 
jar attached, 
through 


which tbe smoke is drawn iu hubbies) 
was seen aud described by a European 
traveller m 1614. Should we not, there- 
fore, suppose that in Asia they bad to- 
bacco aud practised (moklng before it 
was Introduced from America Into tbe 
west of Europe? 
It seems unlikely 


that Western nations should have giv- 
en this luxury to tbe East when prac- 
tically everything else of tbe kind has 
come from the JEabt lo Europe—the 
grape and wine made from it, the or- 
ange, lemon, peach, tig, spices of all 
kinds, pepper, incenhe and 
opium. 


Yet, as I will show next week, it is 
certain that the Orientals got the. habit 
of smoking tobacco from us and not we 
from them.

1 be former, by reason 
of Us shorter route between India aud 
tho Afghan capital, Is more iu favor, 
and realliiug this, tbe amir propose? at 
first lo concentrate bis attention upon 
the improvement of this road. 


Wblle vlilting ludia at the b*irili- 


ning of this year the amir made ar- 
raugemeuts with a firm of engineers iu 
Calcutta to manufacture and erect a 
modern miapensioa bridge over tlie 
Kabul Hirer at Jelaiabad to take the 
place of the primitive bridge of boats 
tbat has exieted here for'uiauy genera- 
tions and which is washed away ut 
periodic intervals by the sudden flood- 
Ing uf the river. This bridge b uow In 
course of construction, aud wheu fin- 
ished will be the first link iu bringing 
Kabul iuto comparatively easy cotii- 
muuicatiou with the Indian railway 
system at Peshawur. According to re- 
ports recently at baud, the atuir will 
shortly open negotiations with the In- 
dian Government for the despatch of a 
party of qualified surveyors to examine 
the whole of the road betweeu the 
frontier at Kabul, aud to advlte him 
what works will be necessary to create 
a really first-class road all the way. 
The other trade route from Kandahar 
to Qnetla aud through the liolan Pass 
is the much more ditlicult of the two, 
and a vast amount of work would be 
necessxry both iu 
Afghanistan and 


}iuluchiirlsu befoie- a really guod road 
could be created here., und even then 
the climatic conditions would prevent 
it from beini; employed for H conalderuj 
ble period each year. Under these cir- 
cumstances no work is likely to be un- 
dertaken here for some time to come. 
Another direction in which Afghanis- 
tan la advancing commercially la the 
gradunl eubslituliou of wheeled trans- 
port for pack animals. A few years 
ago outside Kabul and Kandahar and 
Ibeirimmediale neighborhoods wheeled 
vehicles were things glmo^t entirely 
unknown in the counlrv, aud the 
whole of the import aud export trade 
was carried ou by means nf camels, 
mules aud the hardy little Afghan po- 
ll lee. Now, however, Ihe amir is edu- 
cating his subjects to Ihe employment 
of wheeled transport, and with ibe ex- 
tension and improvement of the roads 
In tbe country this form of transport Is 
iikely to develop very rapidly in' the 
uear future. 


It is the ambllkm of the auiir tbat 


Afghanistan should become a manu- 
facturing country and that many of 
the articles uow Imported should be 
produced within the cuuntry.
